HAYTI. 


The United States Minister at Port-au-Prince, in a report to the 
Chemical Fire State Department, calls the attention of manu- 
Santen facturers of chemical fire engines to the market 
— in Hayti. He says: “In this capital, as well 

as in all of the principal cities of the Republic, the houses are 
chiefly constructed of wood, which in this climate soon becomes 
like tinder, needing but a match to start a large and destructive 
conflagration that sometimes sweeps half a city before the flames 
are mastered. The cities have some good engines, but on account 
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of the limited supply of water they are practically useless. The 
loss from fire is so great that insurance companies have refused to 
accept risks anywhere in the Republic. 


ARGENTINA.

OPENINGS FOR BRITISH TRADE IN ZANZIBAR. 


H.M. Consul at Zanzibar, in his report on the trade of that 
island for the year 1900 (Horeign Office, Annual Series, 2,718), 
writes as follows respecting the demand for foreign goods :-— 

““A few remarks may be offered on some of the principal 
commodities for which there is a demand in the Zanzibar 
market, with particular reference to those which possess a 
special interest for the British manufacturer. These observa- 
tions, however, as well as the samples* which accompany them, 
will be confined for the most part to those articles for which the 
demand has shown any disposition to change during the period 

- under review; the requirements of the local market vary so 
little from year to year that a reference to previous reports 
and an inspection of the samples forwarded with them and 
distributed amongst the various Chambers of Commerce 
interested will afford any further information which may be 
required. 

“The total value of piece-goods imported into Zanzibar in 
1900 was 255,720/., and the extent to which the principal 
manufacturing countries participated in this trade was as 
follows :—British India, 104,937/.; Belgium, 43,550/.; the 
United Kingdom, $7,155/.; America, 22,807/.; Germany, 
18,233/.; Holland, 4,500/7.; and France, 3,934/. The imports

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from Belgium and France were practically the same as in 
1899, but with respect to all the other countries mentioned 


‘there was a decided decrease, amounting in the case of the 


United Kingdom to 23 per cent.; of India, 24 per cent.; 
Germany, 40 per cent.; Holland, 56 per cent.; and America to 
no less than 67 per cent. of the goods imported during the 
previous year. In the case of the United States this decrease 


is explained by the introduction of the rupee into Uganda, 


and the consequent reduction in the demand for ‘ Americani,’ 
an unbleached cloth which until recently formed the only 
eurrency in that part of the country. In other directions it is 
due to a bad financial year in consequence of a poor clove crop, 
and, as regards British products, to the fact that, with large 
stocks on hand, the merchant did not see his way to pay the 
higher prices to which, as a result of the South Africa War, 
many of the home manufactures had risen. With the excep- 
tion of the better kinds of ‘grey cloths’ above referred to, the 
trade in this particular class of piece-goods has not shown much 
variation; the inferior qualities of whites and greys come almost 
entirely from India, which enjoys great advantages in the 
matter of labour and freight. The Indian samples of ‘ gumpty ’ 
and ‘hindessa,’ two varieties of a grey cloth known as 
‘membai,’ are also more popular than those manufactured in 
the United Kingdom on account of the absence of size or its 
presence in very small quantities. 

“In white shirtings and the finer grades of muslin Man- 
chester holds its own, but this class of goods has only a limited 
sale amongst the Arabs and Indians. Woven cloth also comes 
from the United Kingdom, indigo-dyed cottons (‘ kaniki’) 
from Bombay. For ‘bandera,’ or dyed Turkey red, there is a 
considerable demand; it is shipped from Austria-Hungary and 
other European countries, and is sold in two qualities known 
as ‘cambric’ and ‘twill.’ Loin-cloths, or ‘vikoi, are worn by 
all Arabs and natives; the ordinary kind is made in the United 
Kingdom, a better quality in Muscat. Similarly the latter 
country supplies the hand-made cloths, of which the best 
turbans are composed, a cheaper sample coming from Man- 
chester. Thin cotton vests, which are universally worn, are 
shipped from several European countries. 

“ Another important branch of the piece-goods trade is in 
connection with ‘kangas,’ or printed cotton handkerchiefs, some 
72 by 50 inches, two of which, together with a scarf round the 
head, constitute the every-day attire of native women. These 
are mostly imported from Holland, where the block-printing 
process is not only cheaper than the roller printing in the 
United Kingdom, but permits of a great variety of pattern at a 
comparatively slight increase of cost. A British firm has, 
however, recently succeeded in placing on the market. a 
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‘kanga’ which, while it is sold at the same price as the Dutch 
imported article, namely, 12 rupees 12 annas per ‘ corge’ of 20, is 
much superior to it in point of quality and finish; the difference 
between the two systems of printing can easily be seen in the 
two samples* which accompany this report; an order for 2,000 
of these handkerchiefs of the same pattern is the lowest that 
the manufacturer can accept, but in view of the manifest 
advantages which they possess over those of foreign make, there 
should be no difficulty in disposing of that number, so long as 
the pattern and colour strike the public fancy. A few samples* 
are sent herewith of handkerchiefs which command the readiest 
sale at the present moment; the most popular this year con- 
sist of fancy designs in red, black, or yellow, but it is quite 
possible that in a few months’ time the fashion will have 
entirely changed, and it is, therefore, always advisable for 
manufacturers to submit their patterns to their local agents, 
who from their intimate knowledge of the market are in a 
better position to determine what particular designs are most 
likely to meet the popular taste. 

“Of other commodities, soap of the common mottled variety 
comes from both the United Kingdom and Germany, but the 
product of the latter country is in most request, owing to its 
being more malleable and less liable to break or flake when 
pressed with the fingers. Samples* of both kinds are supplied 
herewith. The best class of cement comes from the United 
Kingdom, but a cheaper and therefore more popular kind from 
Belgium. For beads and for wire, which were largely used as 
articles of barter on the mainland, the demand has now de- 
creased, but a considerable amount of iron wire, of the kind 
commonly used for fencing purposes, is still required in the 
manufacture of spears. Of corrugated iron sheets the better 
quality are shipped from London, and an inferior quality from 
Hamburg. Bar iron is imported from Belgium and Sweden. 
Screws are taken from the United Kingdom, but nails from 
Belgium, British-made iron nails being found to rust too 
quickly in this climate. Iron and copper cooking pots are 
supplied from India, cheap enamelled ware from Austria. The 
bulk of ordinary kinds of timber is from Norway and Sweden, 
teak from India. Rough-sawn deal and pinewood planks from 
the United Kingdom would probably find a ready sale. 
Matches come from Sweden. Crockery and glassware are im- 
ported both from the United Kingdom and Germany, the former 
country supplying the better and the latter the cheaper kinds. 
Lamps, globes and chimneys come from Bombay, as do the 
cheap class of tools which are mostly in request. Paints, oils,

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and turpentine are supplied by the United Kingdom ; rope and 
thread is also shipped from the United Kingdom, but coir from. 
India. <A large trade in red tarbooshes goes to Austria- 
Hungary. Loat sugar is imported from the beet plantations 
of the Continent, moist sugar from Mauritius and Johanna. A 
light beer, suitable to the climate, is made in Germany, 
America has up to the present time monopolised a large trade 
in petroleum, but a loca! bulk oil installation is now in course 
of construction by a British company, the ‘Shell Transpert 
and Trading Company. Storage will be provided for 2,500 
tons of oil, and a plant cavable of making 2,000 tins a day will 
be attached to the depédt. The first cargo will probably come 
from Batoum, but later consignments may be expected from 
Borneo, where the company owns some rich fields. 

“The imports from the United Kingdom have always been 
greater than those of other foreign countries on account of 
Zanzibar being a coaling station, the Welsh collieries enjoying 
a monopoly in this trade, but, with this item omitted, the manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom have year after year had 
to yield pride of place to those of one or other of her commercial 
rivals. ‘Taking the last five years, we find that in 1896 and 
again in 1899 America stood first in the list, whilst for three 
years German commerce well sustained the foremost position 
among European countries which it won in 1897. During 
the year under review, however, in which, as has already been 
remarked, business was unusually slack, British trade suffered | 
considerably less than that of the other countries, and, ex- 
clusive of the value of coal, is now, for the first time since 1892, 
well in advance of them. An examination of the tables 
annexed to the report will show that, omitting coal, the United 
Kingdom has lost but 9 per cent. of the amount which her 
trade represented in 1899, whereas of her three principal rivals, 
Germany has lost 29 per cent., the United States 39 per cent., 
and Belgium and Holland, which, in view of the fact that the 
same goods are shipped at different times from either Antwerp 
or Amsterdam, are considered as one, 16 per cent.

Morocco, Sardinia, Sicily, Regency of Tunis, and Bengazi. 

Horses, mules, and asses may be imported from Egypt, Province 
of Naples, Calabria, Salonica, and Turkey in Asia, subject to their 
being under observation for ‘three days, and, thereafter, to inspec- 
tion by a Government medical officer or veterinary surgeon twice 
a week for nine weeks.

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RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia reports that, — 
to the ‘“‘Commercial and Industrial Gazette ” 
~— ser of St. Petersburg, it appears from official 
* statistics now published that the general 
goods traffic on the Siberian Railway in 1900, in spite of the 
difficulties caused by Chinese complications, and notwithstanding 
the bad harvest in Siberia, increased in amount as compared with 
1899, the figures being 42,800,000 pouds (689,979 tons) in 1900, 
against 39,666,000 pouds (639,456 tons) in 1899. 
Grain occupies the most important place in the goods traffic of 
the Siberian line. The amount carried was as follows :—

1899... 19,577,000 ,,  ,, 315,601

The export of grain was mostly from the stations of the first 
western section of the railway (Cheliabinsk-Petropavlovsk). 
Almost all the wheat exported, about 9,000,090 pouds, was from 
this section. The next section, between the rivers Ishim and Ob, 
exporting mostly Semipalatinsk grain, yielded greatly diminished 
export totals, the amount of wheat being 214,000 pouds only. 
In 1898 the amount of Semipalatinsk grain exported from this 
section of the line was over 1,000,000 pouds. ‘The stations east 
of the Ob exported considerably less grain, and these mostly 
eastward.

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The amount of cattle produce, &c., despatched from the Siberian 
Railway during 1900 was as follows :—5,647 horses, 9,705 big 
horned cattle, 585,000 pouds of tallow, 322,000 pouds of hides and 
skins, 665,000 pouds of melted butter, 1,086,000 pouds of butter, 
2,492,000 pouds of meat, and 230,000 pouds of wool. 

Of other goods carried, the purely Siberian were :—Tea, 
1,594,000 pouds; game, 92,000 pouds; cedar nuts, 67,000 pouds ; 
and coal, 1,239,000 pouds. The latter was sent exclusively from 
the station of Sudjenka for Kainsk and from Cheremkhovo for 
Irkoutsk. 


SWEDEN. 


The United States Consul at Gothenburg, in a report dated 25th 
September, says that Sweden imports yearly 


wie | —e large quantities of coal and coke, and this trade 
_ is increasing steadily, in pace with the indus- 
Railways. 


trial activity and the building of new railways. 
Thousands of pounds are annually paid out to foreign countries for 
fuel. This has caused the authorities to consider whether Sweden 
could be made more independent in this respect. It has been 
suggested that the State railways could get their motive power 
partly from waterfalls, and experiments wili probably be made in 
this direction. 

The managers of the State railways have been instructed to 
make trials ot peat, peat charcoal, and peat briquettes as fuel for 
locomotives. ‘lhe intention is to construct a special locomotive to 
be used in these experiments, and if they are successful other 
engines will be built, because peat is abundant in Sweden. 

‘he navy and the State railways have also tried to use Swedish 
coal, but without much success; the efforts, however, are, it is said, 
to be continued, In connection with this matter a Gothenburg 
newspaper, dated 25th September, writes as follows :-— 

“In the new briquette factory at Elmhult, belonging to the 
State, experiments will be made this autumn in the production of a 
cheap and practical fuel for Swedish railways. In locomotive 
furnaces, Swedish coal cannot be used alone, because it contains 
too much scrap and incombustible substances, which are not con- 
sumed, but form offal and ashes. It must therefore be mixed with 
English coal, but this is becoming more and more expensive. The 
possibility of using Swedish coal alone is therefore ideal, and the 
above-mentioned factory has been built to be employed in the 
attempts to make or refine Swedish coal into a good fuel. The 
factory will work according to a German patented method, and 
has been put up under the supervision of a German. It will be 
started this autumn, and the work will continue night and day. Itis 
calculated that the output will be 36 briquettes per minute, that 
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is, 51,840 per 24 hours, or 15 truckloads of 22,000 lbs. per truck. 


Experiments will first-be made with 40 truckloads of Swedish coal.

PORTUGUESE WEST AFRICA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 498 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” for 28th February last, the followin 
particulars regarding the of the Royal 
can ‘Trans-African Railway Company during the 
year 1900 are taken from the recent report of H.M. Consul at 
Loanda :— 

The length of line open for traffic was 227 miles, the same as in 
1899. The number of passengers carried was 28,702, an increase 
of 4,815 as compared with 1899. The number of cattle carried 
was 6,425, an increase of 1,952, and the quantity of cargo carried 
20,285 tons, an increase of 7,893 over the figures for 1899. 

The gross receipts in 1900 amounted to 46,339/., and the 
expenditure to 47,2751., showing an increase of 7,266. and 1,807/. 
respectively, but a deficit in the year’s working of 9361. 

The returns of the rolling stock of the Royal Trans-African 
Railway Company show that there were 21 locomotives in use at 
the end of December, 1900, of which 12 were on the Tubize system 
and 9 on the Couillet St. Leonard system. 

The number of carriages in use was 80 and the number of 
waggons 171. 

e highest point reached by the railway is at N. Dalla Tando 
station, an altitude of 787°98 metres (2,585 feet). (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,721.)

Financiar,” relating to the progress made in 
the execution of the work of the formation of the Port of Con- 
stantza on the Black Sea. 

The above work was suspended about two-and-a-half years ago, 
in consequence of a dispute between the Roumanian Government 
and the French contractor, M. Hallier, and has since been under- 
taken by the Government. Since the 15th July last the works in 
connection with the embankments, deepening the port, and 
widening the quays, have been carried on with great activity 
under the direction of M. Zahariade, the superintending engineer. 

Although the works began so late owing to lack of funds, by 
the Ist November the following were to be completed: 550 
metres of quays with the platforms and railway line for working 
the same; 130 metres of the wide embankment; 350 metres of 
masonry of an elevation of 7 metres 80 mm. above the water level 
of the said embankment ; whilst a powerful dredger imported from 
Holland has been working day and night since 15th July at the 
deepening of the port. . 

The work of deepening is well advanced. By the Ist 
November the work is to be finished from the entrance of the port 
(where the depth exceeds 9 metres) to a distance of 250 metres 
and 210 metres along the quays. 

Owing to the work which is to be finished by the 1st November, 
and that which will be finished later on, large vessels will be 
able to enter the port of Constantza and approach the quays to 
unload their cargoes with the greatest safety. From this time 
exportation will be possible at all periods of the year. When the 
Danube is frozen over the Port of Constantza will be in full 
activity, and the quantities of cereals accumulated in the Danubian 
ports and in the docks can be directed to the port of Constantza. 
The railways and the bridge over the Danube will thus be used 
for tie object for which they were constructed.

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CANADA. 


According to a report of the Bureau of Mines of Ontario, there 
Petroleum in ® slight shrinkage in the output of crude 

deen petroleum in 1900 compared with the previous 
year, the figures being 23,381,783 imperial 
gallons in 1900 as against 23,615,967 gallons in 1899. The total 
value of the substances refined from the oil was considerably 
larger, being 1,869,045 dols. compared with 1,747,352 dols. The

There was a decided diminution in the quantity of gas 
and fuel oils as compared with 1899, and an increase in the 
production of paraffin wax and candles. The falling off in gas oils 
is explained by Mr. Charles Jenkins, of Petrolea, a recognised 
authority on petroleum, as due to the fact that crude oil is now 
largely used instead of gas oil in the making of gas. For a long 
time crude oil could not be employed to advantage for this purpose, 
because too much free carbon was generated in the retorts, which 
ultimately choked up the mains and blackened the ceilings and 
walls of rooms. The art of retorting has so far advanced that this 
difficulty has been overcome, and gas producers on equal terms 
now prefer crude to the product of crude gas oil. 

The value of the natural gas produced in the province of Ontario, 
fell from 440,904 dols. in 1899, to 392,823 dols. in 1900, a diminu- 
tion of 10 per cent. There were in operation 175 producing 
wells, requiring 306 miles of pipe for delivering the gas. Eleven 
new wells were put down during the year, of which seven proved 
productive. The number of workmen employed rose from 95 in 
1899, to 161 in 1900, and wages of labour from 40,149 dols. to 
43,636 dols. 


GERMANY. 
The “ Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York) of 19th ult. 
— states that in the Neuwied District along the 
Prego Rhine between Coblentz and Andernach there 
ustry- is an extensive industry in the manufacture of 


bricks from volcanic sand and pumice stone, which are found along 
the base of the Eifelberg range. In working the deposits the 
surface soil is stripped off and the sand is piled up, to be shovelled 
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direct into the mixing bed of water and lime close at hand. The 
pumice comes out of the earth in pieces, varying in size from 
grains to lumps some 4 in. across. It occurs in layers, 
but is frequently interrupted by small patches of. more solid 
fragments of lava. Before moulding, the pumice is screened, the 
larger pieces being broken to pass through a sieve having }-in. 
meshes. These screened pieces are then covered with a thin 
coating of cement, and the brick is moulded. The cement is not 
mixed with the pumice so as to form solid cement blocks, but by 
the fragments being coated first. The brick is then obtained by 
these coatings adhering to one another. [Tor the manufacture of 
20,000 bricks about 44 tons of lime are required. After the 
mixing process, the substance is poured into iron moulds provided 
with bottoms of detachable boards, which, after the removal of the 
moulds, act as driers. When the brick has been exposed to the 
air for a very short time they are ready for shipment. No modern 
machinery is used. A workman makes from 800 to 1,80) bricks 
per diem, for which he receives 5s., and the working days are con- 
fined to the months between April and October. 


BELGIUM. 


With reference to the notice on p. 450 of the “ Board of Trade

‘ according to official statistics just published, 

the production of coal in Belgium in 1900 amounted to 23,462,817 

tons, valued at 16,339,000/., as compared with 22,072,068 tons, 

valued at 10,978,000/. in 1899. This is said to be the largest 

quantity mined in Belgium in one year, the value also being the 

greatest yet realised.

The average value per ton reached 17-41 francs (about 14s.), or 
4°98 francs (3s. 10d.) above that for 1899. With the exception of 
the year 1873, when the price of coal reached as high as 21:40 
francs (about 17s. 1d.), the price realised in 1900 has never been 
exceeded. The Namur coal is about two francs per ton below the 
value of the others. 
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FRANCE. 


According to the ‘“ Echo des Mines et de la Metallurgie,” a coal 

mine has been opened in new territory, near 
New Coal Mines. Aime, in the arrondissement of Montiers-Salins, 

with apparently favourable results. The coal 
occurs in two beds having a combined thickness of more than 
5 metres, and although of friable nature and rather high in ash, it 
presents good calorific power when made into briquettes. Machines 
capable of briquetting 300 tons per day have been installed. The 
field has good advantages as to transportation, and is most favour- 
ably situated for export trade with Italy and Switzerland. 


ABYSSINIA.

Lt.-Col. Harrington has recently received a communication 
from Adis Ababa, the capital of Abyssinia, dated the 9th ult., and 
written by order of the Emperor Menelek, to the effect that His 
Majesty has no intention either of confirming the concession sold 
by Count Leontieff to English companies or of granting other 
concessions before he sees some results from those which His 
Majesty has already granted. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The British Commercial Agent in the United States in a report 
Siniutatt dated 14th ult., states that according to the 
New York Daily Tribune” of the 12th 
Soft Coal-Minin October there has been a consolidation of the 
soft coal-mining properties of the Flat Top 
er of the Association in the so-called Pocahontas field, in 
Steel C ti Virginia and West Virginia, in the interests of 
er worporalion. the United States Steel Corporation. The 
account states that on the 11th ult. the announcement was made 
of the incorporation at Trenton of the Pocahontas Coal and Coke 
Company which takes over the properties mentioned, aggregating 
about 300,000 acres of soft coal lands. 
The new Company has a total capitalisation of 49,000,000 dols., 
of which 20,000,000 dols. is common. stock, 20, 000, 000 dols. 
preferred, and 9,000,000 dols. bonds. The work of effecting the

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consolidation and forming the new Corporation has been done 
chiefly by the Chairman of the Board of the United States Steel 
Corporation and the General Counsel of the American Steel and 
Wire Company. Part of the land acquired has been bought 
outright in the interest of the new Company, the rest being taken 
on long term leases, the lessors to receive 10 cents a ton rovalty on 
the coal mined. It is said that about 13,000,000 dols. has been 
paid by the Company for its 300,000 acres. The plans of the 
Pocahontas Coal and Coke Company contemplate the enlargement 
of the producing capacity of the Flat Top District, and incidentally 
an important increase in the railway facilities of the region. The 
coal produced in the Flat Top District is favourably known far 
beyond the confines of the United States, and in addition to its 
value for fuel purposes yields an excellent quality of coke, which 
will be largely utilised by the United States Steel Corporation. 


KOREA. 


The United States Consul-General at Seoul reports that a 
Sines. concession covering a gold-mining district has 
een granted by the to a 
French subject, Mr. P. M. Saltarel, in fulfilment 
of a promise made last December. The concession is similar to 
those already granted to Americans, Russians, Germans, British, 
and Japanese. It is for a period of 25 years from the date 
of commencement of operations, which must be made within two 
years. A royalty of 25 per cent. net will be paid to the Korean 
Government after the expense of development has been recovered. 
No import tax on necessary materials will be levied, and the pro- 
ducts of the mine will be exported free of duty. Other minerals 
besides gold may be mined within the district. The district 
has not yet been fixed, but it cannot include any of the 43 
districts reserved for the Crown and known as the Household mines, 
neither must it exceed in extent 40 by 60 li (134 by 20 miles). 
The concession is said to have no connection with a recently 
discussed project of a French subject to make a loan to the 
Korean Government. 

Gold mining in Korea is now assuming considerable importance, 
since it has been successfully prosecuted by the Oriental Consoli- 
dated Mining Company, an American concern which works the 
Woonsan mines of Korea. This company has a district some 25 
by 30 miles in extent in the richest known gold region in Korea. 
The company disposed of the 25 per cent. royalty by paying a large 
sum in cash and agreeing to pay a fixed annual amount. It is now 
successfully operating two mills of 20 stamps each and one of 40 
stamps, while another 40-stamp mill is in process of erection. 
The managers have their own cyanide plant as well. The operations. 
at present are confined to quartz work, but the extensive placer 
deposits will soon be worked. Some 70 foreigners are employed

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at these mines, with over 3,000 natives on the pay roll or indirectly 
in the pay of the company. ‘The natives are said to be satisfactory 
as miners, and they are content on a wage of about 10d. per 
day. The output and prospects are pronounced to be entirely 
satisfactory. 

The Germans are actively engaged in working their district, 
which lies to the east of Seoul. ‘lhe Japanese are opening up their 
mining district to the south of that city. The Russians seem nct 
to have begun work upon their mining concessions as yet. 


YARNS AND TEXTILES. 
PORTUGAL—MADEIRA. 


According to a recent German consular report from Funchal, the 
: rowth of an industry in the island of Madeira, 
Hand Embroidery eens started 30 years ago by the energy 
Industry. . . 8. 
of a British lady, is now entirely in German 
hands. The industry referred to is that of hand embroidery, which 
has now become a veritable home industry all over the island, 
giving employment to thousands of industrious women and girls, 
and forming an important source of income. The German Consul 
praises the industry, carefulness and cleverness of these women, 
through whose industry the Madeira embroideries are able to 
successfully battle with the much cheaper machine-made article. 
During the last two decades the sale of the Madeira embroideries 
has entirely passed into the hands of German firms, who are now 
shipping the greater part to Germany. The cotton and linen 
cloths, as well as the yarns used for the embroidering, all come 
from Germany. ‘The exports of embroideries from Madeira to 
Germany, which are rapidly increasing, amounted to 35,2501, in 
1900, against 25,000/. in 1899. 


JAPAN. 


According to the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce report for Sep- 
tember the Silk Conditioning House of Yoko- 


oe ieee ma hama has more business than it can deal with 
a daily. The quantity of raw silk brought there for 


inspection has been yearly increasing as follows : 

978 boxes in 1896, 4,452 in 1897, 4,648 in 1898, 8,858 in 1899, 
9,418 in 1900, and 14,587 between January and July this year. 
The daily number of the boxes reached 215 on 24th July and 300 
on 30th July. The House, however, cannot deal with more than 
200 boxes in quantitative inspection or 150 boxes in qualitative 
inspection in one day at most, so that the office is obliged to refuse 
some portion of the applications for the conditioning. The 
report adds: ‘It is no wonder that the urgent need for the 
enlargement of the House is felt by both the officials and the 
public.”

BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Blantyre, reports that a great deal of 

, interest is being taken locally in the prospects 
cee of tobacco rs in the Shire Highlands. 

; The industry has hitherto been almost ex- 
clusively in the hands of two firms, but a large number of planters 
now contemplate engaging in it. The tobacco produced finds 
a market in South Africa. It is superior to the Transvaal variety. 
With a proper system of curing much might be hoped from this 
product, as it grows in all parts of the country with great luxuri- 
ance. As in the case of coffee, cocoa, and fibre, the industry is 
still in the amateur and experimental stage, but a movement is on 
foot for the combination of leading firms in the expense of en- 
gaging an expert from Cuba or the United States, and of con- 
structing a central factory at Blantyre. A heavy blow has been 
dealt to prospects in this direction by the recent Customs Con- 
vention of South Africa, under which a duty of 2s. per lb. for 
unstemmed leaf, and 2s. 6d. per lb. for stemmed leaf has been levied 
tobacco imported by sea. (Loreign Office, Annual Serics, 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
In a despatch dated 24th ult., H.M. Ambassador at Vienna 


‘ encloses a memorandum received from the 
ae ae Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy, stating 
wee that official statistics respecting the Austro- 
Hungarian Sugar Campaign of 1900-1901—that is, the pericd 
between Ist August, 1900, and 31st July, 1901—have just been 
published. 
No change in the number of sugar factories in the Dual- 
Monarchy has taken place during the last year. Of the 213 
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existing factories, 128 are in Bohemia, 64 in Moravia and Silesia, 
and 21 in Bosnia. 

Beet Sugar.-—The area of beet cultivation increased during the 
last campaign from 325,000 to 339,000 hectares, an increase of 
four per cent, In spite of this increased area, however, the total 
production of beet was 1,000,000 tons below that of the previous 
year, the two harvests in question having yielded 7,410,000 tons 
and 8,480,000 tons respectively. On the other hand, last year’s 
beet was two per cent. richer in sugar than that of the previous 
year, so that the actual amount of sugar produced only fell below 
the previous year’s yield by 10,000 tons, the figures being 
1,080,000 tons and 1,090,000 tons respectively. 

Home consumption during the last campaign shows an increase 
of 19,500 tons compared with the previous year. During the 
campaign of 1899-1900 Excise Tax was paid on 360,800 tons of 
raw sugar, whilst during the last campaign this total amounted to 
380,130 tons—an increase of nearly 5 per cent. 

Refined Sugar.—The total exportation of refined sugar amounted 
during the last campaign to 544,600 tons as compared with 
517,500 tons during the previous year. The half of this quantity 
found its way to England and America via Hamburg, and for this 
particular branch of export an increase over the previous year of 
33,100 tons. The exportation of refined sugar to India also showed 
an increase from 44,100 tons during 1899-1900 to 52,600 tons 
during 1900-1901, and it is affirmed that that market gives every 
indication of being capable of still greater development in the 
future. The exportation to Switzerland on the other hand has 
decreased during the last two campaigns from 32,600 tons to 8,500 
tons ; whilst Italy and the Balkan States year by year continue to 
lose their importance as a market for Austro-Hungarian sugar. 
Japan, also, has not fulfilled expectations, owing probably to the 
Excise regulations which encourage the importation of raw sugar. 
Whereas during the campaign of 1899-1900 23,100 tons of refined 
sugar were shipped from Austria-Hungary to Japan; during the 
last campaign the total exportation only reached 20,000 tons. China 
took nearly 800 tons last year as compared with 2,200 tons durin 
the previous campaign. Portugal is a new and promising market, an 
_ imported from the Dual Monarchy 4,800 tons of refined sugar last 
year, as compared, with 2,100 tons during the previous campaign. 
It appears, therefore, that whilst the production of refined sugar 
in Austria-Hungary increases year by year, the number of foreign 
markets for its disposal shows a distinct tendency to become 
smaller. 

Raw Sugar.—During the campaign of 1900-1901, 89,700 tons of 
raw sugar were exported from Austria-Hungary as compared with 
133,000 tons in the previous year. Of this quantity 58,900 tors 
went to England, 13,400 tons to America and 4,100 tons to Japan.

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Home prices showed a downward tendency. Raw sugar, “ erst 
product Aussig,” varied from 30 crowns to 23:40 crowns per 100 
kilos., the average price for the campaign being 25°23 crowns, as 
compared with 26°35 crowns during the previous year. The price 
of refined sugar remained stationary, 84°87 crowns per 100 kilos. 
being quoted in Vienna during the whole campaign. 


JAPAN.

UNITED KINGDOM.

GERMANY.

Poca holding of a motor-car exhibition at Lannie, 
ae a memorandum, dated 22nd ult., drawn up by 
ital the Commercial Attaché at H.M. Embassy at 
Berlin, states that this exhibition was opened at Leipzig, under 
the patronage of His Majesty King Albert of Saxony, on the 
18th ot October, ‘and closed on the 23rd. According to an 
official catalogue* of the exhibits there were some 70 firms who 
shared 244 stands. They were all German with very few excep- 
tions, namely one Belgian company, the “Compagnie Belge de 
Vélocipédes,” of Liége, one American exhibit of the ‘“ Locomobile

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Company,” of America, which showed some steam-driven convey- 
ances but under the German branch of Schladitz of Dresden ; the 
“Dunlop Pneumatic Tyre Company,” under their German branch 
at Hanau-on-the-Maine, but only of wheels with tyres for motor- 
car use, and a few others. 

There was a great variety of motor carriages, mostly of a large 
type; few “ voiturettes” were to be found. A few motor trucks 
for timber and heavy weights were shown, one electrically driven. 
There were some motor vans. 

Electrically driven conveyances were very poorly represented ; 
only one firm could be found, but they showed coupés, dog-carts, 
and vans, &c., and appear to be an old established firm who now 
do some business in Great Britain and have just started a branch 
in London. 

Several German firms exhibited motor bicycles driven by benzo- 
line, such as the “Cyclon” make. No motor tricycles were to be 
seen. 

Mr. Gastrell adds that the motor-car industry is undoubtedly 
making much progress in Germany, and improvements are 
continually being made not only in style and general appearance, 
but also in thoroughness of manufacture in the machine parts. 
There is an increasing demand for such conveyances all over the 
country, especially for delivery vans in large towns. ‘The post 
office in Berlin have been experimenting with motor postal vans. 
In the next few years great strides will certainly be made in this 
comparatively new branch of German industry. 


MEXICO.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of q 


Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 

pointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to, manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—-Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Requlations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses ; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms alvoad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 


conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was ™ 


issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
